What twisted brain could: conceive of the 
British Museum as a “military objective’? 
Within its walls are housed many of man’s 
most precious symbols of his long struggle up- 
ward into civilization. Magna Carta, on which 
King John scratched an X as the first conces- 
sion to a free people; the manuscript of 
Beowolf, oldest epic extant in manuscript form; 
the Rosetta Stone, by which modern man 
found a key to many of the Egyptian mysteries; 
these and many other treasures of culture are 
now “military objectives,” as were the Parth- 
enon, the library of Alexandria, and the ca- 
thedral of Rheims. To think that the precious 
Elgin marbles should feed the lust of the mad

This Is Absurd! 


No loyal American would hesitate at scotch- 
ing any “Fifth Column” snakes found in this 
country. Yet it must be remembered that 
there is always a danger, in hours of public 
hysteria, that prosecution of the guilty may 
degenerate into persecution of the innocent. 

Atlanta is now. witnessing an attack on 
certain school textbooks, adopted by the state 
board, and written by Dr. Harold Rugg, a dis- 
tinguished American educator who has, for 
years, been a writer of textbooks. 

There is no intention here to defend Dr. 
Rugg’s books, for the simple reason that, not 
having read the books, it would be totally 
unjust either to condemn them or exonerate 
them, here. 

However, it was brought out at the hearing 
on Wednesday that none of those who are 
publicly condemning the books have read them, 
either. Which reduces the entire affair to an 
Alice in Wonderland type of absurdity. 

If, as Dr. Rugg contends, the books do no 


“more than explain the theory of Communism, 


there is no reason whatever to object to them. 
It is ‘not only desirable, it is essential that 
Americans be told the truth about the various 
governmental theories, or their distortions, 
that are today plaguing the world. Without 
such knowledge they cannot know and appre- 
ciate the blessings of democracy. 

However, aside from such considerations as 
these, those who have attacked Dr. Rugg and 
his books, should withdraw their criticism long 
enough to take the books in question home 
and read them, carefully and intelligently. 
Then, if they still believe the volumes may be 
injurious to those who study them in school, 
they can repeat their objections, with a logi- 
cal basis for their argument. 

Otherwise they place themselves in an in- 
defensible and an absurd position.

19.—When the new French ambassador, Gaston Henry-Haye, re- 
cently arrived here, there were credited reports that the Vichy 
government would ask for food from this country for stricken free 
France. Apparently no appeal has yet been made either to the 
President or the State Department. And, if high officials are well 
informed, there will be no broad appeal. 

The ambassador is reported to have been convinced by friends 
in this country, such as William C. Bullitt and,others, that any such 
appeal would serve no purpose, and probably only complicate the 
already delicate diplomatic relations with his government. Even 
if the British were willing to lift the blockade for humanitarian 
reasons, the President has made clear to confidants, such as Bullitt, 
that as long as the remotest possibility exists that the supplies 
would fall into German hands, he would be opposed to any program. 

M. Henry-Haye is said to have intimated, however, that his 
government would like to discuss with the State Department and 
the Red Cross the plight of the sick and the children of free 
France. And he is said to have suggested the pressing demands 
for condensed milk, medical supplies and some clothing. Perhaps 
it is a coincidence, but this is exactly the plan that for the past 
few weeks has been under discussion between the White House 
and Norman Davis, chairman of the American Red Cross. In the 
initial discussions, the odds seemed fairly good that some sort of 
a limited program would be developed. But now it is much more 
doubtful that anything will be done. 


WITH YOUR OWN MONEY While no final decision has 

been made, there are two rea- 
sons for the more recent pessimism. One is the tougher attitude 
of the British on the blockade. Two weeks ago, Red Cross and 
government officials thought it might be possible to persuade the 
British to lift the blockade for veryelimited supplies for children, 
provided there was strict supervision of the distribution of the 
food in free France. Since the all-out attack on England, officials 
no longer hold out this hope. Another reason is the report from 
France that the Germans are appropriating food and supplies from 
the unoccupied territory. 

The Vichy government has denied these stories, but the cables 
are said to report the transfer of supplies from free France to the 
Nazi-occupied territory. Of course, it is said that these goods have 
been “sold” to, and not “seized” by, the Germans, but this ex- 
planation has no meaning. 

When the Germans invaded France they began to issue prac- 
tically unlimited quantitiés of paper currency, which, since the 


‘French had to pay for the occupation, was redeemable in francs. 


The monetary situation became chaotic. The French had no idea 
of the amount of the new German currency in circulation. Finally, 
the French themselves suggested that francs be supplied directly. 
This is now being done. In fact, the whole business of “legal pay- 
ments,” on which the Germans place such emphasis, is a farce. 
The Bank of France has been practically taken over by the German 
military command. Side by side with the Nazi military representa- 


tive sit French officials who, until the old governor of the bank | 


was deposed, only communicated with the Nazis in wrifing. But 
the bank is controlled by Germany. 


BIG STAKES The big stake that is being played. for by the 

7 Vichy government and Germany is not food to 
relieve the suffering in either territory. It is the enormous French 
assets in this country that the Treasury has frozen. While the fact 
is not generally known, it is reported that French assets here total 
about $1,500,000,000, or a sizable proportion of the $4,000,000,000 
of American assets belonging to all the countries that Hitler has 
conquered. The Vichy government has yet to put the question of 
release of these funds to Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. As of now, there seems no doubt that his answer, with 
the full approval of the President, would be in the negative. Mor- 
genthau and the President have held long discussions on the prob- 
lem, and they are as usual in full accord on policy. 

An idea of the strict watch which Morgenthau and the Treasury 
are keeping on this huge pile of wealth can be gleaned from the 
attitude toward the expenses of the French embassy here. After 
the Treasury froze the assets, the embassy asked for an unlim- 
ited blank check to pay its expenses, and also the release of funds 
to pay French diplomats in other countries. Morgenthau was 
agreeable to releasing some funds, but he requested a budget of 
the embassy’s expenses. After this was presented, he freed only 
enough money for two months’ operation, with 10 per cent added 
As yet he has refused to release funds 
to pay French officials in other countries, but he probably will 
permit payments to embassies and legations in South America 
although not elsewhere. : 


The Treasury has allowed French assets to be tapped only to. 


pay the expenses of the embassy, bills due Americans on goods 
previously delivered to France, and to supply funds for French 
nationals who are now living in this country. And since a great

BRITAIN’S CHANCES A night or so ago one water main 


broke in Atlanta. ae 

For two hours housewives telephoned in anger and curiosity, 
No water would flow from the spigots in the bath or kitchen. 

Air-conditioning went off. 

Firemen nervously waited repairs, hoping no fire would break 
out where it could spread quickly. 

Newspaper stereotype men, where water is used to cool the hot 
metal plates, stopped work and waited. Editions were delayed. 

One water main had broken. 

The life of one-fourth of the city was disrupted. 

Thoughtful Atlantans thought of London. And Atlanta. 

They knew, suddenly, one well-placed bomb would destroy At- 
lanta’s water system. Two or three bombs would leave the spigots 
dry for months until damage could be repaired. 

One or two well-placed bombs would disrupt electricity and gas 
service. A dozen bombs would put them out of business for months. 

A couple of bombs could tie up our railroad transportation in 
and out of Atlanta. 

A few bombs in each section of the city would smash sewers. 

Water mains would be broken so that even should the filtering 


plants be repaired the city still would be waterless. 
FOURTEEN MILLION PERSONS All this is not pleasant to 


contemplate. London 
knows it. There the bombs have smashed streets, pipes of gas, 
water and sewers. 

In many sections of the giant, sprawling city which has 14,000,- 
000 persons in its metropolitan area, toilets cannot be used, gas 
stoves stand cold, water spigots are without water. 

Thousands of persons are without homes. Winter is coming. 
Thousands more will be homeless by the end of the week. 

London eventually must be evacuated. At least 10,000,000 per- 
sons, three times the population of the state of Georgia, must be 
moved, housed, fed. 

Little business, in comparison to a month ago, goes on. London 
must be left with her firemen, her soldiers, her workers, her gun- 
ners, her balloon crews, her crews to clean streets, to repair rail- 
roads, to man trucks and buses. 

Only the vital ones can remain. The women, the children, those 
not engaged in war, must be moved. Germany knows this. It is 
part of her plan. The smashing drive on London has for its pur- 
pose the forcing of evacuation, the forcing into England’s country- 
side and towns the millions of persons who live in London and its 
far-reaching suburbs. 

If the invasion effort does not come this fall it well may come 
in January or February, or in the spring. It will come when and if 
Germany manages to smash the railroads and roads which could 
be used to bring men to the scene of attack. 

Absolute control of the air would not be necessary. Superiority 
across days of smashing battle, while ships and barges moved, 
would be enough incentive to begin the attack. 

Toilets that can’t be used, stoves that won’t cook, spigots with- 
out water, fire hydrants with no water, all are a part of the picture. 

. The people are heroes. The human body and mind can endure 
a great deal. Men can return almost to the animal and still fight on. 

How long no one knows. This war is, despite all its old horrors, 
something new. Nowhere is a great army fighting. The fighting 
is in the air between a few hundred men. 


ON THE SIDELINES On the sidelines sits America, furious 


with itself, furious with England. 

It hates Hitler and all his beastliness, all his cruelty and blood 
lust. The American hands itch to take hold of a rifle, the stick 
of a plane, the firing button of a gun.

Science of Democracy 

A provocative and stimulating idea was re- 
cently expressed by Professor Harold D. Lass- 
well, professor of political science in the Wash- 
ington School of Psychiatry. Speaking before 
the conference on Science, Philosophy and Re- 
ligion at New York, he suggested the need for 
a “science of democracy.” Democracy and 
natural science, he stressed, must find a means 
of mutual helpfulness if there is to be a steady 
progress toward a fuller life. 

He explained: “One concern of such a sci- 
‘ence of democracy would be with the ways 
and: means of introducing the applications of 
science into the life @f society. We cah ex- 
amine the cause of success and of failure 
in the spreading of truth and, gradually, our 
good intentions can be more effectively im- 
“plemented by science.” 

Thus, he continued, a science of democracy 
would be concerned with the application of 
natural science to industrial and farm pro- 
duction, and would seek to devise methods 
which insured that scientific advance did not 
- disrupt employment. It would regard the word 
unemployed as a standing insult to human 
dignity because it implied that the human 
beings referred to were socially useless. 

The science of democracy, then, would seek

payments to individuals through July of 1940 
were $41,660,000,000. This compares with a total 
of $39,578,000,000 for the same period last year. 
The figures include income from salaries and 
wages, dividends and interest, income from 
trades and net rents and royalties, social se- 
curity benefits and direct relief. 

Important also are the statistics on pay 


rolls, which showed a moderately rising trend 
since April of this year, principally concen- 


trated in distributive industries and certain 
branches of manufacturing. Workers received 
$26,529,000,000 during the seven months, an 
increase of 5 per cent over the same period 
in 1939.

REFUGEE CHILDREN. 

The MILWAUKEE JOURNAL’S opinion that 
“America can and should, in view of the risks in- 
volved, definitely abandon any further movement 
of refugees from Europe,” differs from that of the 
NEW YORK TIMES, which declares, “Ii the par- 
ents are willing to face these risks, we should not 
be shaken or discouraged by the torpedoing of a 
solitary ship among all the dozens wrich have 
crossed safely in recent months.” JTerming the 
abandonment of refugee movement “the only hu- 
mane policy,” the JOURNAL continues with the 
varning: “If an American boat, bound on an er- 
rand of mercy, were sunk, the complications would 
be many.” 

Concerning the rescue of the 320 refugee chil- 
dren in the most recent liner disaster, the LOS 
ANGELES TIMES writes, “the iuck that made 
possible the rescue of all this cargo... cannot be 
counted on indefinitely,” with the PHILADEL- 
PHIA INQUIRER agreeing in its statement that 
“the incident’ drives ome the enormous dangers 
encompassing the efforts to shift sucn children 
from their beleaguered island to the safety of the 
New World.” 

The NEW ORLEANS TIMES-PICAYUNE re- 
fers to the legislation legalizing evacvation of 
British children on American vessels, provided all 
belligerents guarantee safe passage to the ships, 
as “a nullity” which “certainly doesn’t please the 
people of the United States,” and ir voting for 
which members of Congress “permitted foolish 
hopes to lead them on a circular course ending 
nowhere.” 

“Of course they can’t,” reasons the CHICAGO 
DAILY NEWS at the intimated inability of semi- 
official German spokesmen to guarantee such safe 
passage to ships in mine-infested wvters, “No 
one expects a guarantee against mines already 
sown, any more than against hurricanes. But 
Germany. can provide a guarantee against inter- 
ference ... by submarines and planes.”

' Captain Rhoda J. Milliken, of 
the women’s bureau of the Wash- 
ington, D. C., police department, 
in a recent address, said: 

“In the police department of 
Washington, as well as in other 
parts of the country, we have to 
handle an enormous number of 
drunk people. Any police officer 
will tell you that he ha rather 
handle a dozen drunk men anv 
day than one drunk woman. One 
remembers Kipling’s.§ statement 
after visiting a number of Cal- 
cutta dives: ‘If there is one 
thing a police officer hates to 
handle it.is a drunken woman.’ 

“In Washington we have a cen- 
tral detention system for women, 
under supervision of the women 
police. It is a complicated and 
discouraging problem. About 50 
per cent of the alcoholic women 
belong to family groups, probably 
40 per cent of them in families 
where there are small children. 
To us it is a matter of terrific im- 
portance that something be done 
for those who have the responsi- 
bility of small children... . 

“In Washington we make some- 
thing like a million dollars a year 
on our liquor licenses. We spend 
$40,000 a ypar for the alcohol con- 

We have no reckon- 
ing of the expenses of the men 
and women detailed to assist in 
enforcing the liquor law. Conse- 
quently we do not have a very ac- 
curate picture of how much the 
present licensing act costs this 
city. Fifty per cent of the cases 
going through the courts are due 
to drunkenness We keep on add- 
ing to the buildings of the district 
jail and the workhouse because 
of the tremendous proportion of 
the people there because af drunk- 
enness.

WINNIPEG, Man., Sept. 19.— 
Farmers in western Canada are 
harvesting their second largest 
wheat crop in history. Production 
in the three prairie provinces for 
1940 will total 509,092,000 bushels, 
according to the Winnipeg Trib- 
une’s sixth crop report for the 
current season. The total includes 
slightly less than 7,000,000 bush- 
els of durum wheat. 

Manitoba’s wheat crop is 
cast at 67,636,000 bushels, while 
production in Saskatchewan , is 
placed at 245,956,000 bushels and 
Alberta 195,500,000. Manitoba’s 
total includes 5,934,000 bushels of 
durum 
only 986,000. 

Alberta holds the spotlight this 
year with production of all grains 
in that province, rye excepted, at- 
taining record figures. The total 
wheat crop for western Canada 
of 509,092,000 bushels compares 
with 463,000,000 harvested last 
‘year and is only 35,500,000 short 
of the all-time record of 544,- 
598,000 produced in 1928. Prior 
to this year the 1939 crop was the 
second largest. 

Alberta's

ed in that province, is 45,500,000

Then, keep- 
ing the trunk upright and the 
knees straight, move the right leg | 
backward in short, staccatic kicks. 
The resistance afforded by holding | 
the trunk upright limits the range | 
of the kick, but there is a power- 
ful contraction of the muscles on 
the back of the hip. Repeat the, 
kick 12 times with right leg, then 
with left. 

Rest, then go on with your kick- 
ing. Again have the left hand on 
chairback and swing the right leg | 
high up in back, but let the trunk | 
go forward so that trunk and right | 
leg are about parallel to the floor 
at the completion uf the swing. 
Repeat 12 times, then perform 

with the left leg. Gradually in- 

crease until you are swinging 25, 
then 50 times with each leg. 

In a forward kick, you get the | 
most work out of the hip muscles | 
by swinging the leg up in front) 
to an angle of 45 degrees—or more. 
Kick like a chorus girl, 12 counts| | 
each leg, later 25 with each leg. 

For the girl who has a pro- 
nounced sway back, the backward 
kicking can be done from a heavy 
table. Lie face down with the 
trunk resting on the table, but 
have the legs straight down and 
the feet on the floor. From this 
position, kick alternate legs back- 
ward from the hips. Lying with 
trunk on table prevents the back 
from curving in as you kick. Much 
the same type of exercise can be 
done on the floor. Lie face down- 

ward on the floor, legs straight 
down, and raise left leg from hip 
12 times, then right leg, same 
number. Keep the knees straight.

Aids Cure 
OfHernia * 


By Dr. William Brady. 
The other day I said that if I 


had hernia I’d choose the ambu- 
lant or injection treatment. Along 
with the injection treatment I’d 
carry on with regular exercises 
calculated to improve’ general 
muscle tone, strengthen the weak 


and prevent hernial protrusion 


through the weakened places. 


Any one with reducible hernia, 
whether at the moment under am- 
bulant injection treatment or not, 
may do these exercises in the 
manner I shall describe here, 
without risk and generally with 
benefit. 

If you are under ambulant 
treatment you should, of course, 
ask your physician’s advice about 
doing these or any similar exer- 
cises, and be guided solely by his 
advice and instruction. 

Otherwise, there are only two 
prerequisites to consider. First, 
the hernia must be reducible, that 
is, the protruding or bulging mass 
must be susceptible of replace- 
ment in the abdomen by manip- 
ulation or by posture or both. 
Exercises can do no good, may 
bring on serious’ complications if 
the hernia is not reducible. Sec- 
ond, the weak spot where the pro- 
trusion occurs must be carefully 
supported by your hand, or if un-

British Army 
Kagerly Awaits 
Nazi Invasion 


Lines Extend for Miles 
Along Coast, With Sub- 
stantial Depth. 

By VIRGINIA COWLES.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY 
ON THE SOUTH COAST OF 
ENGLAND, Sept. 19.—(By Wire- 
_less)—While R. A. F. planes are 
bombing the German _ invasion 
bases across the English Channel 
and the Royal navy is keeping a 


: 


steady patrol along vital water 
is 


highways, the British army 

eagerly awaiting an opportunity 

to inflict on the unconquered Ger- 
man forces their first defeat. 

The British lines extend for 
_miles along the coast, with solid 
'and substantial depth behind 
'them. The entire countryside has 
become alive’ with lorries, tanks 
, and motorcycles and in fields and 
' woods you pass countless “watch 
out patrols.” 

Most military observers here 
believe that any Nazi attempt to 
send flat-bottomed boats across 
the Channel must first be preced- 
ed by intense air and land bom- 
bardment and then simultaneously 
an effort to land parachute troops 
several miles behind the coast to 
attack in the rear and ultimately 
to connect with the sea-borne 
forces, 

Opinion here at the moment is 
completely divided as to whether 
Hitler will carry through with his 
invasion scheme. As to the result, 
however, there is complete unity 
of opinion that it is bound to be 
a failure. Although the army has 
received orders to sleep fully 
dressed and the civilian popula- 
tion goes to bed each night pre- 
pared to hear the church bells 
tolling to tell that the hour of in- 
vasion has come, they have no 
doubt as to what the outcome will 
be, 

| Normal Routine. 

Proof of this lies in the fact 
that, although the belt along the 
coast is a military zone, the vil- 
lages carry on their normal rou- 


tine as though they were removed 


many miles from war. Although 
is possible that at any hour 
their farms and backyards may 
be turned into a battlefield, you 
see children playing ig the dusty 
roads, housewives bargaining in 
the local stores over. vegetables, 
and farmers calmly plowing their 
fields. 

Your correspondent has _ spent 
the last few nights at a country 
house only three miles from the 
coast, and after having been in 
London, the quiet was almost op- 
pressive—no alarms, no droning 
planes, no bombs or bursts of gun- 
fire. Save for an occasional raider 
or a few haphazard shells into the 
Dover area, the only display of 
fireworks in this section of Eng- 
land at present. is the show put 
on each night by the R. A. F. 

When the night is clear you can 
hear the bombs being dropped 
'across the channel and see the 
sky light up with bursts of shrap- 
nel and the red glow of ;arachute 
flares. I climbed up on one of the 
t cliffs outside of Dover in the aft- 
ernoon and with the aid of glasses 
could make out the coastline of 
France. I saw a church steeple in 
| Boulogne and a lightnouse near 
| Calais, but what was most ironical 
of all was to make out the tall, 
thin’ monument set up after the 
|last war in memory of the famous 
British Dover patrol. 
| A young officer with me gazed 
at the monument with a certain 
'amount of satisfaction. “That was 
'a tribute to our sea power,” he 
‘said, “and Hitler should keep it 
well in mind before he attempts 
yg . 
| Lone Raiders Bomb 
| Although, with the exception of 
| Ramsgate, there have not yet been 
any concentrated bombardments 
of small coastal towns, Dover is 


'often bombed by lone raiders. I, 


had an experience with this the 


| other day when I went down near 


| the beach to look at a hotel which 
| until recently had been the head- 
quarters of journalists and which 
is now half demolished. I was 
standing outside the hotel when a 
German bomber swooped out of 
the clouds and flew towards us. 

One member of the party had 
just finished saying, “Oh, that’s a 
| Blenheim,” when suddenly we saw 
four bombs dropping towards us. 
| There was no time to run for cov- 
'er. We just flung ourselves face 
down on the pavement and the 
earth shook violently with each 
explosion. Fortunately the bombs 
all landed 200 yards from us in 
the sea. These experiences here 
have become so common to the 
English people, however, that they 
are no longer major topics of con- 
| versation., 

A young captain in the army de- 

_clared that he was soon going to 
resign and become a _ civilian 
again, for he felt that if he stayed 
_in the army much longer: doing 
nothing he would soon be quali- 
fied to receive a_ white feather. 
| This was greeted with great mer- 
'riment by his colleagues, all mem- 
bers of a crack shock troop regi- 
' ment now waiting for the German 
| attack. 

I had dinner with five of the 


| officers and they were in uproari- 


'ous spirits, confident and deter- 
mined, not boastful. Their feel- 
ings were summed up by a char- 
acteristic British understatement 
by one: “When the hour comes, I 
hope we shall not be found want- 
ing.”
